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Report of Selectmen 


The close of the year finds the Town of Turner 
in a sound financial condition. All bills have been 
paid that have been presented. 

Two time notes of $5,000.00 each have been paid, 
also one demand note of $4,000.00 making a total of 
$14,000.00. This reduced the Town debt to 
$10,000.00 as of February first, 1954. There are two 
time notes of $5,000.00 each due in 1954. 

Soon after the annual Town meeting a tempo- 
rary loan was made for $40,000.00. This has been 
paid as usual. 

A good sum has been realized from the sale of 
Town owned property; real estate, timber, etc., 
and has been credited to a highway equipment 
building fund account as was voted at last Town 
meeting. 

Mr. Ernest B. Morse has done his usual efficient 
job of collecting taxes. No uncollected poll or per- 
sonal taxes and a smaller amount of liens. 

Following instructions voted at the last Town 
meeting the Selectmen took the necessary action 
to have social security. We believe this is a good 
thing and a forward stepv by the Town. 

2,000 seeding pines were planted in the Veterans 
Memorial Forest by the Leavitt boys under the 
supervision of Mr. Fraser. 

The tax rate was 74 mills, the same as 1952, in 
spite of the fact that the appropriations were 
larger. This was made possible by an increase in 
valuation, mostly personal property.

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Highway Department Report 


The close of the year finds the roads and the several 
road accounts satisfactory. Both summer and winter 
accounts show substantial balances. 


The flood of March, 1953, caused considerable dam- 
age; the largest amount being at the outlet of Bear Pond 
near Teague’s Mill. At several other points in Town 
quite a lot of damage was done. The State made avail- 
able an emergency sum of money to help out the Cities 
and Towns who suffered flood damage. The cost to the 
Town of Turner was $7,339.18. We received from the 
State 50%:. $3,669.59. 


The Town received a considerable increase in the 
Town Road Improvement fund from the State for 1953, 
$5,231.83. In 1952 it was $2,524.00, an increase of about 
$3,000.00. Part of this fund was used on work already 
begun on the ‘General Turner Hill’ and ‘West Turner’ 
roads. The rest was used on ‘Mud Street’. A small bal- 
ance is carried over in that account. 


Some metal culverts were purchased during the year, 
and used in various parts of the Town. 


Wages paid the highway help was the same as in 1952. 


The two units of State Aid Road money was applied 
on the debt, as has been usual the past several years. 


Repairs on the road equipment was about $2,000.00 
for the past year. This is about the same as usual for 
the past two or three years. 


Some sections of roads in various parts of the Town 
have been widened and improved which will be a help 
to the travel and for the snow road work. 
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The Budget Committee favored some new equipment 
for this current year. A trade of the dump truck and 
two new snow plows were considered. 


The demand for well sanded roads has increased each 
year and is a big item in the expense of winter roads. 
Road salt has been purchased through the State High- 
way Department. 


Several small bridges have had repairs to the flooring.

Welfare aid for Turner Poor relief has increased 
nearly $1,200.00. The past year, nearly all of the in- 
crease was due to expenses on medical care, hospital 
expenses and supplements to Old Age Assistance Cases. 


There was also a small increase in the A. D. C. Cases. 
In all we had five A. D. C. Cases, four Old Age Assis- 
tance Cases, of this Town, and one that belongs to an- 
other town. We also had two tramps to transport to 
Rumford. 


We might have some quite heavy hospital and medi- 
cal bills for our Old Age Assistance Cases this next 
year.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Turner. Greetings: 


I wish to present for your consideration my twenty- 
eighth annual public report of the school system in the 
Town of Turner. 


There is little of the unusual to report this year. 
Your Committee and Superintendent were able to se- 
cure an excellent teaching force and the quality of work 
being done in the schools is most commendable. 


You will note from the school registration that there 
are crowded conditions in the Village primary school 
and in the two intermediate rooms at Turner Center. 
This condition could be avoided by sending some of 
these pupils to North Turner with a probable small in- 
crease in conveyance. 


Improvemenis To Be Considered 


Our schools at North Turner and at Turner Center are 
in excellent condition but there still remains consider- 
able work that should be done. As soon as it is possible 
to budget funds, new seats should be placed in the Vil- 
lage Primary room, new windows installed in the upper 
grade room and the present windows refitted to 
make them wind-tight. These items will probably 
amount to an expenditure of about $2,000.00. Your Com- 
mittee did not feel that such an expenditure should be 
asked this year. 


Budget 


In order to conform to the New state law on minimum 
teachers’ salaries and be just to teachers who have 
served in the town for many years it was felt that cer- 
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tain increases in teachers’ salaries were necessary. 
These increases have been provided for in the budget 
and is the chief reason for the increased appropriation. 

For the past few years the Common School Account 
has been receiving a certain portion of its funds as a 
result of the payment of tuition at Leavitt Institute. 
Last year it was decided to allot this portion to the 
Common School Account and increase the tuition to the 
full amount. 


This year your Committee recommends that the por- 
tion of the state school funds ($4,700.00), in reality earn- 
ed by the payment of tuition, be set up in the tuition 
account. Thus increasing the appropriation for Common 
S-hools by this amount and decreasing the Tuition ap- 
propriation by the same amount. The total requests for 
appropriation will be the same. 


Conclusion 


You will find in this report the insurance schedule, 
school registration, list of teachers employed, finan- 
cial summary, school budget and itemized list of ex- 
penditures. 


The school lunch program at Turner Center and Tur- 
ner Vilage are continuing with success. At this particu- 
lar time there appears to be a deficit but you will note 
that a rather large amount of supplies are on hand. 


I wish to thank you all for the fine cooperation which. 
the schools and the personnel have received during the 
past year. By working harmoniously together we shall. 
certainly have a good school system. ,

REPORT OF PRINCIPAL 
February 1, 1954 
To the Citizens of the Town of Turner: 


I have the privilege of submitting for your consid- 
eration my first annual report on the academic pro- 
gram of Leavitt Institute from September 1, 1953, to 
February 1, 1954. 

Enrollment 


On September 8, 1953, Leavitt began its 57th aca- 
demic year. The present student body is a wholesome, 
cooperative, and honest group of boys and girls with 
varied interests. Since the opening of school we have 
had seven withdrawals and three additional registra- 
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tion. The entire School was deeply saddened by the 
illness and death of Leroy Stevens ’54. The enrollment 
for the fall semester:

Faculty 


We are glad that Mrs. Susie Smith, Mrs. Grace Hodg-: 
man, Mr. O. F. Fraser, and Mr. Gerald Alden, experi- 
enced members of the faculty, continue their first-rate 
work in classroom and campus activities. You will un- 
doubtedly be interested in new appointments: 


Mr. Charles H. Sampson, instructor of mathematics. 
and science, is a University of Maine graduate, with a 
Master of Arts degree from Harvard. For many years. 
administrative head of Huntington School in Boston, 
Mr. Sampson has joined our staff after ten years as 
professor at Bates College. 


Miss Gweneth Leighton, from East Corinth, is a 
Farmington State Teachers’ College graduate and has. 
begun her teaching career at Leavitt where she is head 
of the home economics department and coaches var-- 
sity girls’ basketball. 
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Mr. Bernard M. Verre is physical education director 
and instructor of history and science. Coming from 
Plymouth, Mass., Mr. Verre is a graduate of Arnold 
College. 


We also count ourselves fortunate in having O. C. 
Benson as a most valuable custodian of buildings and 
grounds; and Mrs. Hazel Bisbee, who capably man- 
ages the school hot lunch program and the dining- 
room. 


Campus 


With the completion of the new auditorium-gymna- 
sium, Leavitt’s physical plant compares very favor- 
ably with other schools her size. The ideal location and 
attractive setting of the campus is rarely matched. 
Already many benefits from the new auditorium are 
evident. Aside from daily physical education classes, 
weekly student assemblies, frequent entertainments, 
games, and socials, the building has been used by va- 
rious community groups for evening programs and rec- 
reational work with our youngsters. Plans are now 
under consideration to use the basement areas of the 
building for a badly needed science laboratory and an 
agricultural workshop. 


Berry Hall does not at present have boarding stu- 
dents in residence, but the building provides greatly 
needed space for classrooms, hot lunch cafeteria, and 
living accommodations for the staff. By removing a 
partition in an unused adjoining room, we were able 
to provide the commercial department with a typing 
classroom large enough to meet growing class enroll- 
ment. We are pleased that as in previous years various 
local groups have used the facilities of the reception 
room for their meetings. 


The Institute building has long been in need of re- 
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pairs and it is encouraging to report that already one 
of the classrooms has been refinished. Within a modest 
budget, we are hopeful of gradually redecorating oth- 
er classrooms in greatest need. There is also growing 
concern that the building needs some outside work 
done on it, from the point of view both of maintenance 
and of appearance. 


Academic Program 


Leavitt owes a double obligation to the community: 
(1) The School must maintain academic standards and 
curriculum that will permit any student who wishes 
to prepare for college; (2) The School must also keep 
foremost in mind that many students do not intend to 
continue studies after high school and for them we 
must offer courses of a scope and quality that will fit 
them thoroughly and competently for their future 
occupations. 


School opens each morning with individual home- 
room programs in which students lead the Scripture, 
prayer, and special topics. Each class meets 200 min- 
utes a week, following the Carnegie unit-system. When 
not in class students report to a supervised study hall. 
Wednesday afternoons are set aside for school assem- 
bly in the auditorium and activities period. At the as- 
semblies student participation and talent, outside guest 
speakers, and good films provide interesting and worth- 
while programs. 


During the fall semester the faculty and school com- 
mittee reviewed the grading system and agreed to set 
the passing grade at 60%, using a common practice in 
many other private and public high schools. Although 
some feared the academic standards might suffer, the 
new marking scale has actually helped raise the cali- 
bre of work. Teachers no longer feel they must “up- 
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grade” the whole class in order to pass failing students; 
and boys and girls who balked at trying for 70 are now 
putting forth effort to make a passing grade. Report 
cards and honor lists are prepared each six weeks. Stu- 
dents receiving all A’s have the privilege of governing 
their own time out of class; but on the other hand, 
students with two D’s or one F must attend a special 
study hall for additional help in troublesome subjects. 
At the conclusion of the third marking period in Jan- 
uary there were the following academic averages: 


Freshmen 81.18% 
Sophomores 82.91 
Juniors 82.48 
Seniors 86.07 
All-School 83.16 


When the fall term opened we gave certain educa- 
tional, psychological, and social-adjustment tests to the 
student body. These tests, prepared by World Book 
Company, are famous for predicting the abilities and 
talents of boys and girls. Although we do not make the 
scores public, we have found them invaluable in help- 
ing students to choose courses and prepare for college 
or occupations. 


Student Activities 


The campus has been especially active this fall se- 
mester. Although we have not been able to brag of un- 
defeated seasons on the football field and the basket- 
ball court, our varsity teams are building this year and 
before long we shall see the results of the training. 
Meanwhile we can take pride in our teams’ clean 
sportsmanship and hard, honest playing, win, lose, or 
draw. 


The Leavitt Players presented the rollicking comedy 
“Aunt Letty’s Niece” on November 23 and the Senior 
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Class followed in December with the hilarious play 
“Scootin’ Grandma”. Other dramatic events in pros- 
pect will be a Junior Class play, prize speaking con- 
test, and all-student minstrel show. On December 17 
there was a Christmas Carol Service, entirely student 
conducted. The Leavitt Glee Club, under the direction 
of Mrs. John Jackson, was featured; and the seasonal 
decorations were provided by the Turner Natural 
History Club. 


The Student Council was reactivated this fall with 
students learning the benefits and problems of self- 
government. The National Honor Society initiated 
seven high-ranking Juniors and Seniors. The Leavitt 
Junior Rifle Club has been very popular under the 
skillful instruction of Henry Pratt and George Austin. 


During the fall I greatly enjoyed visiting families 
of our students and later in the year I shall continue to 
call. Whether or not you have students in high school 
you should always feel welcome to visit Leavitt and 
attend school functions. It is very important that you 
should know how sincerely I appreciate your whole- 
hearted cooperation and helpfulness. It can be safely 
said that you folks in Turner possess three cardinal 
virtues in my regard: Faith, Hope, and Charity — Faith 
in my obectives, Hope in my undertakings, and Charity 
toward by shortcomings.

WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST 


R. S. 1944, Ch. 32, Sec. 54 — Forest Commissioner to 
promulgate information and to designate areas where 
control is necessary. The forest commissioner is hereby 
authorized and empowered to promulgate by letter, 
publication, poster, or other means of information con- 
cerning the white pine blister rust and designate, by 
‘the aforesaid means of promulgation, areas within the 
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state in which control measures are necessary or ad- 
visable. It shall be the duty of every landowner within 
such designated area to carry out such control meas- 
ures as are ordered by the forest commissioner, in- 
cluding the removal and destruction of any or all 
plants of the genus Ribes, commonly known as currant 
and gooseberries, and any white pine tree or trees, 
which are found to be infected with the disease. If the 
owner fails to destroy the above named plants or trees 
within the time specified by.the forest commissioner, 
the forest commissioner shall cause said plants or trees 
to be destroyed and shall charge the actual expense of 
same to the city, town, or plantation within which said 
plants or trees are found. Such amount shall be col- 
lected as a state tax and credited to the appropriation 
for said purpose. The city, town, or plantation wherein 
such vlants or trees are found may assess the cost of 
the removal of said plants or trees to the owner of the 
real estate wherein the said plants or trees are found. 
The amount so assessed shall be collected in the form 
of a tax.

The people of Maine have always been aware of the 
wealth represented in the pine lands of their state. 
Lumbering has been the major industry since early 
pioneer days. The harvesting and manufacture of tim- 
ber is the leading industry of this state. White Pine has 
been an important timber tree from the earliest days 
of lumbering. It grows rapidly and reproduces abun- 
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dantly. The wood is light, strong, and durable. It is 
easily worked and takes paint well. In recent years it 
has been in great demand for knotty pine paneling. 
Over 340 million board feet of white pine was cut in 
Maine in 1952. This was 67% of all softwood lumber 
manufactured. The revenue to pine owners from this 
cut would be approximately 41% million dollars at a 
stumpage price of $13.00 per thousand board feet. In 
addition our white pine stands are regarded highly for 
their watershed protection and recreational ~ values. 
Such a resource justifies every consideration neces- 
sary to insure a continuous supply for future use. 

Unfortunately, white pines of all sizes are killed by 
blister rust if not given adequate protection. The Fed- 
eral and State governments have been cooperating 
with towns, cities, and private owners over the past 
years to control this disease. Definite progress has been 
made but continued efforts are needed to remove the 
host plants, currants and gooseberries, from pine stands 
and to keep them at a minimum through periodic 
examination. Sixty-eight towns made $21,275 available 
for control work in 1953. 

After discussing the status of control in your town 
with blister rust agents, I recommend that an amount 
of $300.00 be appropriated for control work in 1954. The 
amount raised by the Town will be supplemented with 
State or Federal funds. My recommendations are 
made and urged in accordance with Revised Statutes 
of 1944, Chapter 32, Section 54, a copy of which is en- 
closed. Further questions or information regarding the 
situation in your town may be taken up with your 
blister rust agent or with the Maine Forest Service, 
Blister Rust Control, State House Annex, Augusta, 
Maine.

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More Than 39,009 State of Mainers Dependent 
on Forest Crops 


Bangor, Me.—Forests in 1954 will continue their his- 
toric role as Maine’s most valuable natural resource, 
D. B. Demeritt, chairman of the Maine Forest Indus- 
tries Committee, has predicted. 

Maine’s more than 16 millon acres of commercial 
timberland produced approximately a half million 
board feet of lumber and roughly one and _ three- 
quarter million cords of pulpwood in 1953, Mr. Demer- 
itt said. “Producing these two basic commodities plus 
their conversion into finished products provided a typi- 
cally American high standard of living for more than 
30,000 of our citizens,” he added. 


In addition to jobs in lumber and paper mills last 
year’s timber harvest gave employment to many more 
in plywood, box, wood-turning and other wood-depen- 
dent industries, Mr. Demeritt pointed out. 


“Not only were these impressive amounts of wood 
harvested for man’s benefit,” the forest industries 
spokesman continued, “but, with an eye to the future, 
thousands of acres of the state’s privately owned tim- 
berlands were inspected and certified as Maine Tree 
Farms, each dedicated to the continuous production of 
timber crops. We now have a total of 116,239 acres in 
Tree Farms distributed quite generally over the state.” 


Our timberlands supply us with wood and at the 
same time their extent and composition provide some 
of the nation’s best hunting, fishing and other outdoor 
activities, Mr. Demeritt added. 


“Protected from fire and wisely managed Maine’s 
timberlands will guarantee an adequate supply of 
wood to feed our leading industry and provide for its 
future expansion,” the Maine Forest Industries Com- 
mittee chairman concluded.

COMMENTS 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of 
Turner: has been completed for the municipal year 
ended January 31, 1953. The audit included an exami- 
nation of the records maintained by the Selectmen, 
Assessors, Overseers of the Poor, Town Clerk, Treas- 
urer and Tax Collector. 


~The result of the audit indicates that the following 
suggestions appear worthy of consideration by the 
town officials: 


The tax collector should utilize prenumbered 
triplicate receipts for all tax collections. 


Transfers between accounts should be re- 
corded by journal entries rather than to clear 
through the treasurer’s cash account. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash trans- 
actions as well as an analysis of available funds and 
expenditures. The result of the year’s operations show- 
ed that available funds exceeded expenditures by 
$196.40 and is summarized as follows: 


Unexpended Balances $4,728.68 
Overdrafts 4,532.28 


Net Unexpended Balances $ 196.40 


Overdrafts were noted in various appropriation ac- _ 
counts (Exhibit D). The Department of Attorney Gen- 
eral has advised that overdrafts are not permitted by 
statute except in certain instances where emergencies 
arise in highway activites and then only to the exent 
of 15% of the highway appropriation. 


Available Funds and Expenditures 


A comparative statement of available funds and ex- 
penditures (Exhibit B), disclosed that for the current 
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year, available funds decreased by $27,399.52 as com- 
pared with the previous year. Expenditures for the 
same period decreased by $25,813.59. Following is a 
summary of the differences as compared with the 1951 
year:

Reserves and Surplus 


From the examination of the departmental accounts 
it was determined that the net unexpended balances 
carried forward to the ensuing year total $1,276.29 (Ex- 
hibit D). 


At the year end the unappropriated surplus amount- 
ed to $17,242.48 or an increase or $1,897.08 as compared 
with the preceding year. This increase was occasioned. 
principally by the sale of stumpage in the amount of 
$1,750.00 set up as accounts receivable, and the excess 
of available funds over expenditures of $196.40. 
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Debt Fund 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as 
a separate fund, reflects the outstanding notes of the 
town totaling $24,000.00, which are to be retired from 
future revenues. 


Trust and Heserve Funds 


Transactions affecting the various funds held in trust 
by the town were reviewed. The fund principals of 
$7,661.72 and unexpended income of $497.48 are rep- 
resented by time deposits in various banks (Schedule 
A-8). 


The proceeds from the sale of capital reserve fund 
investments together with monies withdrawn from the 
time deposit, amounting to $3,250.00 in the aggregate, 
were used to retire the highway truck note negotiated 
in the previous year. The capital reserve fund amount- 
ed to $38.88 at the year end and is represented by a 
time deposit in the Mechanics Savings Bank, Auburn, 
Maine. | 


The fire equipment reserve fund was established by 
depositing the 1951 fire department unexpended bal- 
ance of $263.66 in the Mechanics Savings Bank, 
Auburn, Maine. Interest earned on this deposit 
amounted to $7.08 for the year. The fund balance at the 
close of the year was $270.74. 


General 


From the examination of the records of the town 
clerk it was noted that authorization was given the 
selectman to transfer excise tax collections to summer 
roads. It was also noted that the townspeople voted to 
transfer the overlay to the contingent account. 

At a special town meeting July 11, 1952, the towns- 
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people authorized the selectmen to hire money to reac- 
tivate the civil.defense program and to keep the roads 
open during the winter. Notes were issued for $8,000.00, 
of which $573.53 was applied to civil defense and 
$7,426.47 to winter roads. This loan was reduced by 
$4,000.00 at the year end. 


Excise tax collections were verified by examination 
of the copies and receipts retained by the tax collector. 


Scope of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records were checked 
to determine the accuracy of handling cash transac- 
tions. The system of internal control was reviewed 
as pertained to the handling of cash and other matters 
of financial concern. Available funds and expenditures 
were examined by methods and to the extent deemed 
necessary. Letters of verification were utilized to de- 
termine the correctness of tax liens and accounts re- 
ceivable. Trust and reserve funds were examined. In- 
surance and bond coverage were reviewed. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules 
pertaining to the financial status of the town. Audit 
procedures were followed to the extent deemed neces- 
sary to develop these statements. 


It is believed that the accompanying balance sheet 
and supporting statements fairly present the financial 
position of the town at January 31, 1953, and the result 
of its operations for the year then ended.

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Report of Selectmen 


At the close of the year the financial condi- 
tion of the Town was very favorable. All bills 
were paid that had been presented. 

The two time notes that matured this year 
were paid and two new notes were issued in 
the amounts of $5,000.00 and $2,500.00 each as 
voted by the Town. 

The Town Debt Feb. 1, 1955, was $7,500.00. 

During the year temporary loans were made 
for $42,500.00 which have been paid as usual. 
A good sum has been received from the sale of 
Town owned property, and has been credited 
to the Highway Equipment Building Fund as 
voted by the Town at a previous meeting. 

Mr. Ernest B. Morse has done his efficient job 
of collecting the taxes this year leaving no un- 
collected personal or poll taxes, and leaving a 
smaller amount of tax lien property. 

Mr. Willard K. Irish was appointed Excise 
Tax collector to collect the 1955 excise tax to 
March 1, 1955. 

There were 2,000 new pine seedlings planted 
in the Veterans Memorial Forest by the Leavitt 
boys under the supervision of Mr. Fraser as' in 
previous years. 

The tax rate was 80 mills, which was an in- 
crease of 6 mills over the previous year. This 
was due to the higher appropriations with less 
valuation on personal property.

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Report of Highway Department 


The road accounts for the past fiscal year have closed 
with large overdrafts in the summer and winter ac- 
counts. The expenses were running along about normal 
up to the time that hurricanes “Edna” and “Carol” hit. 
this area. Then the situation appeared very serious un- 
til word was received that State and Federal aid would 
be available. Work was carried on through the re- 
mainder of the season repairing the many damages 
that occurred. Several small bridges and many culverts. 
were repaired or replaced entirely. The first step in 
obtaining the aid made available was to make out and. 
file an estimate of the amount of the total expense. 
This was done and sent to the State Highway Depart-. 
ment. One-half of the repairs for damage by the hurri- 
canes is to be reimbursed to the Town by the State. 
An advance of one-half of the State’s share of the first 
estimate was available when the work began and the 
sum of $1,625.00 was received during the progress of 
the repairs. The latest reports indicate that $2,709.20 
is to be received shortly which will total the sum of 
$4,334.20 as the State’s share. It is understood that the 
Federal donation will be approximately $2,600.00. This 
will amount to a total of about $6,900.00, the money 
from both State and Federal sources. There will be two 
or three more culverts to install this current year to 
complete the project. 


The Winter Road overdraft appears to be the result 
of extra stockpiling of sand to be used during the re- 
mainder of the winter after the close of the fiscal year.. 


The “Bay City” used shovel, purchased by vote of the 
Special Town Meeting, was in operation during the 
fall and winter with satisfactory results. 
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The State Road Improvement fund available this year 
was expended on a few of the sections of road and con- 
tinuing on from former projects with the same source 
of funds. 


The project voted by the Town to be applied to the 
“Ricker Orchards” road was not completed but most of 
the base and shaping of the road is finished and will be 
ready for the top surfacing material which is to be 
donated by William J. Ricker. 


The State Aid funds were the same amount as in 
recent years and was applied to debt payment for debt 
incurred in anticipation of future appropriations and 
State funds. 


Snow removal costs have been light but securing the 
sand and applying it as needed has kept the Winter 
Road expense up to usual figures. 


A garage is still unavailable for any of the equip- 
ment and the use of part of the Fire Station has been 
used for the Dodge truck which was secured in a 
trade early in the spring. In trading for the new truck 
and purchasing a new V Ross Snow Plow with wing 
and hydraulic hoists for two plows, the appropriation 
of $5,500 and a major part of the Equipment Reserve 
Fund was expended. The only prospect of need for more 
equipment seems to be limited to a hydraulic hoist for 
the plow with the manual hoist. These hoists are said 
to be especially efficient in helping the plows to get 
over the hills without having to go back for another 
start. There is one other old plow which does not have 
the newer hoist which makes two without it. The 
Tractor Plow has not been needed for snow removal 
for about two years. The Austin Western Grader has 
been in use on both the summer and winter road main- 
tenance. This heavy equipment will probably give ser- 
vice for sometime before it will be necessary to make a 
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change. There is a Baker Snow Plow not in use which 


might be sold. One truck has been hired 
to work in the crew.

The total charges for the expense of welfare cases 
the past year is a small reduction from the previous 
year. The most noticeable change has been in the 
Town’s 18% share of the Aid for Dependent Children 
which has more than doubled during the year. The 
large items of expense are the charges of Convalescent.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of the Town of Turner, Greetings: 


May I submit for your consideration my twenty- 
ninth annual public report of the Public School system 
in the Town of Turner. 


With the beginning of the school year a part of the 
pupils formerly attending Village School were trans- 
ferred to North Turner. This transfer helped the crowd- 


_ed condition some but added other undesirable condi- 
tions. 


A survey of the school population shows that there 
are about fifty pupils on the route starting at West 
Turner through Chase’s Mills and along the black road 
to North Turner. This would require one large bus in 
place of the two panel trucks now in use and would re- 
quire the opening of the fourth room at North Turner. 
The cost would be no more than the preseht transporta- 
tion. The time and the convenience to the pupils would 


be improved. This would reguire the employment of 
another teacher:

It is quite possible that the enrollment estimated for 
_the first grade and for other grades will change before 
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fall. However, if one or more families move out it is 
quite certain that other families will move in thus 
keeping the school enrollment. 


Appropriations for the coming year are based on one 
more teacher at North Turner, a small increase in 
teachers’ salaries, a small increase in the conveyance 
costs already in effect and the employment of a music 
supervisor. New seats will have to be provided for the 
room at North Turner and these will be cared for in a 
special article. 


The school lunch program has operated well this 
year. The report of the supervisor is enclosed. A new 
program was started at North Turner this Winter with 
an average participation of 60 pupils. Now all of the 
schools in Turner have the privilege of a hot noon meal 
at a moderate cost to the parents. Thanks should be ex- 
tended to the Mothers’ Club and friends of the North 
‘Turner area for their work in providing the necessary 
equipment for their lunch program. 


With the additional cost of furnishing a room at 
North Turner it was felt that the repair work this year 
should be held to a minimum. However, it is planned 
to paint either the Turner Center or North Turner 
School on the outside. This year new seats were fur- 
nished for a part of the Primary rooms at Turner Vil- 
lage and North Turner. These seats were necessary due 
to the large enrollment in the first grades. 


Definite plans should be made for the next year to 
improve the Turner Village School. These improve- 
ments should consist of changing the windows, improv- 
ing the heating system and installing some form of in- 
sulation estimated to cost between $1,500.00-$2,000.00 


Much more could be written. I have tried to present 
the more important facts and in closing may I express 
my appreciation to you for the excellent cooperation 
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which you have given to the schools and their many 
problems. Especially do I wish to thank the members of 
the Superintending School Committee for their fair 
and considered judgments in the many problems which 
have faced them.

Faculty 


Mrs. Susie Smith, Mr. O. F. Fraser, Mr. Gerald Alden, 
and Mr. Charles Sampson have remained on our staff. Mrs. 
Grace Hodgman, after many faithful years as chairman of 
the commercial department, resigned last June for reasons 
of health. Because of our reluctance to lose so valuable a 
teacher, we maintain that she is on a leave of absence. Mrs. 
Gweneth Leighton Bach, home economics teacher in 1953- 
54, is now in Germany with her Air Force husband. and 
Mr. Michael Verre, history teacher and coach at Leavitt 
last year, returned to Massachusetts in a full-time physical 
education instructor’s position. To fill these vacancies, we 
have made the following appointments: 


Mr. Earle Dolphin, a native of Lynn, Massachusetts, is 
a graduate of Salem Teacher’s College with a master of 
education degree from Boston University. Mr. Dolphin has 
had wide teaching and administrative experience. At 
Leavitt he is in charge of the commercial department. 


Miss Merna Beaton is from Marshfield, Vermont, and is 
a graduate of Farmington State Teacher’s College. She 
taught at Jay High School before coming to Leavitt’s home 
economics department. She also coaches girls’ basketball 


and directs the Leavitt Glee Club. 
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Mrs. Eva Lymburner is English and social studies in- 
structor. She -has had considerable teaching experience 
throughout the State of Maine. 


Although we have a good faculty, it becomes increas- 
ingly apparent that to secure instructors of high calibre we 
must adopt a wage scale that compares favorably with other 
schools. Because of our growing enrollment and heavy 
teaching loads, we must certainly engage an additional in- 
structor for another year. As a result of sudden and un- 
foreseen circumstances, we did not have this year a teacher- 
coach capable of handling six-man football. This woeful 
lack will be corrected another year, since successful organ- 
ized team sports are as much a part of a well-rounded sec- 
ondary school as classroom subjects. 


Again this year we must emphasize our good fortune in 
having Mr. O. C. Benson, who most conscientiously super- 
intends our buildings and grounds, and Mrs. Hazel Bisbee, 
our very able manager of the Leavitt Hot Lunch Program 
and the dining-room.

Buildings and Grounds 


Since last February we can report many improvements 
in the physical plant. During the summer months exten- 
sive work was done on the Institute building. The leaking 
and badly worn roofs were resurfaced, the south side of the 
building was papered and shingled, and the entire building 
was painted on the outside. Not to mention the economy 
of heat and maintenance, the brown stain and the white 
finish set off the building handsomely both summer and 
winter and harmonize with surrounding buildings of New 
England architecture. 


Inside the Institute building the science laboratory on the 
third floor was extensively renovated. The lofty ceiling was 
dropped and a partition built, creating a good sized labora- 
tory that can be heated in winter. Indirect lighting was in- 
stalled. We hope this year to complete the project by 
modernizing the chemistry laboratory experiment counter, 
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replacing obsolete plumbing, and finishing room decoration. 
Just as fast as needed we are also purchasing laboratory 
equipment and within a very short time we hope to returm 
the laboratory to its former excellence. 


In the first floor classroom, known to many as the “fresh- 
man room”, the plaster ceiling that had threatened to fall 
momentarily on students’ heads was replaced by interlock- 
ing tile and the three wholly inadequate hanging light bulbs 
were replaced with modern fixtures. 


A minor, but very important, addition to the building is 
an iron hand-rail on the front steps to prevent students and 
adults from falling in wet and slippery weather. 


Berry Hall not only provides much needed classroom 
space, but this year we have reactivated the boarding de- 
partment with three students in residence, along with five 
staff members. Each year the commercial department has 
been increasingly popular, and we realized that soon we 
‘would need larger quarters. Looking at the situation sen- 
sibly we observed that the large reception room, almost 
never used now that we have the auditorium, would be 
much more useful as classroom space. We therefore created 
two spacious classrooms, divided by a partition that can be 
removed at once leaving the reception room exactly as be- 
fore without any damage. The larger of the former com- 
mercial rooms now serves as the dormitory’s living room 
and is also large enough to accommodate local groups hold- 
ing meetings there. 


In an effort to conserve fuel we have closed the entire 
top floor of the dormitory and on the first floor we have 
made an attractive apartment for a staff member. Another 
much needed modernization was installing three flushes to 
replace the old ones which constantly were a threat to ceil- 
ings, sanitation, and peace of mind by their unpredictable 
and often deplorable performance. As students move into 
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the dormitory we have papéred rooms and replaced dan- 
gerously worn lighting fixtures with new ones. Just re- 
cently the students in the home economics courses com- 
pleted a class project by redecorating the home economics. 
rooms. 


The Auditorium-Gymnasium continues to be the pride 
and joy of the School and community. During the year we 
have built a large and useful agriculture shop out of the. 
basement area. Aside from the annual job of refinishing the 
gymnasium floor, the one big expense is changing some 
wiring to prevent the hazards of seriously overloaded cir- 
cuits. This summer some woodwork must be painted and 
tiles on the outside of the building fastened. 


We are glad that grade school children under adult 
supervision as well as responsible alumni enjoy using the 
gymnasium. It is a constant effort on our part, however, to 
remind our own students and outsiders that the building 
is not a $60,000 toy, and unless it is used carefully, the 
privileges must necessarily be withdrawn. 


On campus we have secured a long-desired parcel of 
land behind our athletic field as part payment for the old 
gymnasium. Except for the loss of one tree, the campus 
survived both Carol and Edna. We are pleased that a 
roadside sign identifies our campus, for summer visitors 
passing through can not help admiring the manicured lawns 
and attractive buildings. 


Academic Program 


Any school that serves the purpose that Leavitt does must 
maintain academic standards sufficiently high for college 
preparation and admission, and yet be liberal enough to 
meet the needs of students with widely different objectives, 
abilities, and interests. If either requirement is neglected, 
the school. does not perform its full service to the com- 
munity. 
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Students this year are much more school-minded than a 
year ago. There is a growing interest in scholastic achieve- 
ment. There are more inquiries about post-graduate train- 
ing in colleges, vocational schools, and the Armed Forces. 
There is a lower rate of daily absenteeism and almost no 
willful truancy. Fewer students are leaving school to work 
or to enlist in the Service, since they realize more and morc 
the importance of a high school diploma today. 


In spite of television, extra-curricular obligations, and 
other interests, the students have been doing well in their 
courses. At the end of the third marking period in January 
these were the academic averages:

Sophomores 80.7 
Juniors 132 
Seniors 87.3 
All-school 80.85 


You may very well be interested in what Leavitt offers 
for courses and what the registration is in them. One ot 
the great arguments for a small school is the individual at- 
tention students get in its classes. We are careful to keep 
that quality in Leavitt; and we have divided large classes 
— indicated by a star — into two sections for better teach- 
ing and more student participation in classroom work.

In addition to these courses we should also like to renew, 
the driver training program as soon as someone on our 
staff has proper certification for that course. We are inter- 
ested, too, in reactivating the band, debating, and public 
speaking. 


Student Life 


Last fall a long-standing tradition was badly shaken — 
and all to the good. The present sophomore class deferred 
the customary freshman initiation for the first week in 
order to let the new-comers get squared away in their high- 
school courses. Although later the freshmen had to obey a 
list of sophomore rules and wear crazy clothes combinations,,

the hazing was limited to one week and no freshman suf- 
fered any bodily harm or indignity. 


Someone observed that our students are too busy. To 
that comment we can reply that a good student is a busy 
one; and the fact that we have had no serious disciplinary 
troubles would seem to justify our stand. Furthermore, if 
students can learn now to budget their time and choose for 
themselves how much they can undertake successfully, 
they will be at an advantage later in life. | 


This year we have an excellent student council that has 
shouldered much responsibility. The present National 
Honor Society membership certainly exemplifies its princi 
ples of character, scholarship, leadership, and service. The 
annual Christmas Carol Service, entirely run by students, 
was very impressive again this year. 


There is a definite up-swing in dramatic presentations. 
Leavitt was honored to be the first school in the State to 
appear two consecutive weeks on Olga Lemke’s popular 
YOUTH CAVALCADE program over WCSH-TV. The 
several class plays have been increasingly good with lines 
and stage business well learned. In the 1954 Maine One- 
Act Play Contest, Leavitt compared very favorably with 
other competing schools. The annual Minstrel Show re- 
vealed an unbelievable array of talent both in performing 
and staging the show. 


This year has been somewhat undistinguished in sports. 
The baseball team broke even on wins and losses, but the 
football and basketball squads have met with superior. op- 
ponents. Although Leavitt is not on the undefeated side, 
her team members continue to display excellent sportsman- 
ship, which counts much more. 


A pool table was given to the School and it has been set 
up in the basement of the Auditorium. We feel it is much. 
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better to have our young people on campus after school 
playing pingpong, pool, and basketball than loafing around 
street corners. 


Summary 


Once again I am grateful to parents and friends of Leavitt 
for their personal kindnesses, encouragement, and support 
during the past year. We much prefer to have parents come 
to us and say quite frankly what they like or dislike about 
school policies than to show indifference or bear secret dis- 
satisfactions. 


Occasionally people ask me what we offer students at 
Leavitt and since they expect a concrete answer I discuss 
definite courses, programs, and activities; but often I should 
prefer to answer in the words of William DeWitt Hyde, 
famous teacher, who once wrote: 


“To be at home in all lands and all ages; to count 
Nature a familiar acquaintance, and Art an inti- 
mate friend; to gain a standard for the appreciation 
of other men’s work and the criticism of your own; 
to carry the keys of the world’s library in your 
pocket and feel its resources behind you in what- 
ever task you undertake; to make hosts of friends 
among the men of your own age who are to be 
leaders in all walks of life; to lose yourself in

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ANNUAL REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH 
NURSING SERVICE 


Health is one of our most precious possessions. This 
means not only the absence of disease, but a state of 
physical, mental, social and spiritual well-being. 


The health of the people in any community is not the 
sole responsibility of any one person; it is when the 
home, the school and the community work together 
that optimum results may be obtained. 


Through visits in the home to expectant mothers, in- 
fants, pre-school children, children with handicapping 
conditions or communicable disease, or to some adult 
member of the family, the Public Health Nurse may 
be able to encourage families to make regular visits to 
their family physician for care, and to help interpret 
his recommendations to them. 


In the school, the nurse works with the teacher in 
‘solving individual health problems, and in maintaining 
a healthful school environment. Children in grades 
one, four and seven were given physical examinations 
by Dr. Viles. A school immunization program is being 
planned. 


The community has supported the program not only 
financially, but also through individual and group par- 
ticipation in the school program, at the Child Health 
Conferences and by helping the nurse in many ways 
in her daily work. Three Child Health Conferences 
were held during the summer, with a total attendance 
of seventy-two. Physical examinations were given each 
child. Diphtheria, whooping cough and tetanus immu- 
nizations, and smallpox vaccinations were given as 
indicated. 


At this time, the nurse wishes to express her appre- 
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ciation to all those who have given assistance in this 
program in Turner. ;

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WHITE PINE BLISTER RUST 


RS. 1944, Chap. 32, Sec. 54--Forest Commissioner to 
promulgate information and to designate areas where 
control is necessary. The forest commissioner is hereby 
authorized and empowered to promulgate by. tetter:, 
publication, poster, or other means of information con- 
cerning the white pine blister rust and designate, by 
the aforesaid means of promulgation, areas within the 
state in which control measures are necessary or ad- 
visable. It shall be the duty of every landowner within 
such designated area to carry out such control meas- 
ures as are ordered by the forest commissioner, includ- 
ing the removal and destruction of any or all plants of 
the genus Ribes, commonly known as currant and 
gooseberries, and any white pine tree or trees, which 
are found to be infected with the disease. If the owner 
fails to destroy the above named plants or trees within 
the time specified by the forest commissioner, the for- 
est commissioner shall cause said plants or trees to be 
destroyed and shall charge the actual expense of same 

to the city, town, or plantation within which said plants 
or trees are found. Such amount shall be collected as a 
state tax and credited to the appropriation for said pur- 
pose. The city, town, or plantation wherein such plants 
or trees are found may assess the cost of the removal 
of said plants or trees to the owner of the real estate 
wherein the said plants or trees are found. The amount. 
so assessed shall be collected in the form of a tax.

As you will soon be preparing your 1954 report of 
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town activities, we are submitting a statement relative 
to White Pine Blister Rust Control work in the town 
of Turner. 


a 


To review briefly, blister rust is a disease caused by 
a fungus that grows on the white (five-needled) pines 
and on the leaves of currant and gooseberry bushes 
(ribes). Control is established by simply removing the 
“ribes” plants that may be growing near the pines. This 
prevents the spread of the disease as the fungus cannot 
be transmitted directly from one pine tree to another. 
Control measures are conducted under an agreement 
whereby State and Federal agencies cooperate with 
towns and individuals in a program to destroy the 
“ribes” growing in and around worthwhile pine stands. 


In spite of exhaustive logging operations that have 
occurred in Turner during the past few years, our re- 
vised records show that there are still more than 8,100 
acres where sufficient white pines are left to justify 
control measures. Most of this acreage is now made up 
of very immature pines and seedlings which could be 
exposed to serious damage from blister rust for a good 
many years. However, nearly 640,000 wild and culti- 
vated currant and gooseberry bushes have been de- 
stroyed in establishing from partial to complete control 
of the disease on almost 22,000 acres. We believe that 
from a commercial angle the future of white pine in 
Turner is assured as far as blister rust is concerned, 
provided the rework program and maintenance exami- 
nations are continued when and where needed. 


Turner made $200.00 available to assist in the con- 
trol program in 1954 and during the season, despite ad- 
verse weather conditions, over 3,200 acres were exam- 
ined and about 1,700 ribes destroyed at a cost of 
$399.94. (Town of Turner, $198.83; State, $98.83; and Fed- 
eral Government, $102.28.) In addition about $75.00 
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of State and Federal funds was spent ascertaining pine 
conditions on the territory between Upper Street and 
the Androscoggin River. 

As a result of the progress made in carrying out the 
control program in Turner, we are pleased to report 
16,374 acres (about three-fourths of the control area) 
are now on a maintenance basis. Future control meas- 
ures on areas in the maintenance category will be lim- 
ited to examinations at 5-10 year intervals chiefly to 
locate disturbances caused by logging, fire, or wind 
resulting in a regrowth of currant and gooseberry 
bushes from seed stored in the duff. Any menacing 
development of such bushes must be destroyed to main- 
tain protection. 


Our records show there are about 3,600 acres now 
under partial control scheduled for rework in 1955. 
In addition there are about 2,300 acres that have been 
in the maintenance category for over ten years that 
should be examined for disturbances. Most of this acre- 
‘age is a backlog of overdue work that has accumulated 
during the past several years. Funds made available 
by Turner to continue the program will again be sup- 
plemented with State and/or Federal funds on a liberai 
basis.

Dear Mr. Stevens: 
The white pine blister rust control program operates 
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in the State of Maine through the cooperative efforts 
of individuals, towns, State and Federal governments. 
It is only through such cooperation that the protection. 
of our most valuable pine stands can be accomplished. 
Revenue received from employment, harvesting and 
manufacture of this valuable timber tree is of major 
economic importance to our people. The harvesting of 
white pine continues to lead all softwood lumber pro- 
duction. In addition, our white pine stands are regard- 
ed highly for their water-shed protection and recrea- 
tional values. In order to assure a continuing supply, 
protection must be given to immature stands particu- 
larly susceptible to this fatal disease. This can be ac- 
complished only by removing currant and gooseberry 
plants from the pine and control areas. These bushes 
are the only carriers of the disease to white pine. One 
pine cannot infect another. 


Areas cleared of these plants and subject to re-exam- 
inations periodically can be classed generally as main- 
tenance areas. Once established, protection can be 
maintained for a very small cost per acre as compared 
with areas left without adequate protection through 
too infrequent examinations. 


After discussing the status of control in your town 
with the Blister Rust Agent for this area, I recom- 
mend that an amount of $300.00 be appropriated for 
control work in 1955. The amount raised by the town 
will be supplemented with State and Federal funds. 
My recommendations are made and urged in compli- 
ance with the Revised Statutes of 1944, Chapter 32, Sec- 
tion 54, a copy of which is enclosed. 


Further questions or information regarding the sit- 
uation in your town may be taken up with your Blister 
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Rust Agent or with the Maine Forest Service, Blister 
Rust Control, State House Annex, Augusta.

CIVIL DEFENSE AND PUBLIC SAFETY 


‘To Board of Selectmen: 


In preparing your budget for 1955 may I invite your 
attention to the continuing and ever-increasing need 
for expanding and strengthening the Civil Defense and 
Public Safety program. At no time since the War of 
1812 has our nation been.so confronted by the possi- 
bility of an attack by a determined and aggressive 
enemy. Moreover, forest fires, hurricanes, floods and 
block-fires all pose a continued threat to the welfare 
of Maine life and property, and we must never relax 
our vigilance to safeguard them. 


I should like to remind you that through the State - 
Civil Defense and Public Safety Agency approximately 
a million dollars of Federal Disaster Assistance Funds 
are being provided to Maine communities hit hard by 
the hurricanes of 754. 


I suggest that you include in your budget a reason- 
able amount for the operation and equipment of your 
local civil defense and public safety organization. A 
tried and proven formula is a basic appropriation of 
$200 plus 15¢ per capita population, as a minimum; the 
more active communities in Civil Defense should base 
their appropriations on the recommendations of their 
lozal Civil Defense Directors. 


The hurricanes of 1954 certainly demonstrated the 
need for many Civil Defense and Public Safety services 
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such as: communications, emergency feeding, evacua- 
tion, police reserves for emergency traffic control, and 
emergency power supplies. The Defense Department 
has continually urged that our Ground Observer Corps 
and air raid warning facilities be brought to peak effi- 
ciency. 

At the state level, Civil Defense and Public Safety 
will receive my full support. But to be effective, it re- 
quires your support even more than mine. It is our re- 
sponsibility to build an efficient local Civil Defense 
and Public Safety organization so that we may have a 
- coordinated program throughout the state.

In accordance with Chapter 16, Section 4, Revised 
Statutes of 1944, and at your request, the records of the 
Town of Turner have been audited for the fiscal year ended 


January 31, 1954. 


The examination was made by Auditor D. M. Strand in 
accordance with generally accepted auditing standards that 
pertain to municipal accounting. Audit analysis was on a 
basis consistent with that of the preceding year, and includ- 
ed all procedures which were considered necessary. Insofar 
as could be ascertained within the scope of the examination, 
the financial transactions of the Town appear to have been 
appropriately handled, with such exceptions as may be 
noted in the accompanying comments. 


Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report pre- 
sent the result of the financial operations of the Town for 
the period designated. Recommendations are also offered 
which are believed to be worthy of your consideration.

COMMENTS 
February 1, 1953 to January 31, 1954 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Turner 
has been completed for the municipal year ended January 
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31, 1954. The audit consisted of an examination of the 
records maintained by the various town officials. 


The examination included a review of cash transactions 
as well as an analysis of available funds and expenditures. 
The result of the year’s operations revealed that available 
funds exceeded expenditures by $4,095.43 as indicated in 
the following summary: 


Unexpended Balances $6,167.29 
Overdrafts 2,071.86 
Net Unexpended Balances $4,095.43 


The Department of Attorney General has advised that over- 
drafts are not permitted by statute except in certain in- 
stances where emergencies arise in highway activities and 
then only to the extent of 15% of the highway appropria- 
tion. 


Assets 


The cash balance of $12;170.69 was reconciled with a 
bank statement furnished by the Manufacturers National 
Bank, Lewiston, Maine. 


Transactions affecting receivable items were reviewed. 


Unpaid accounts at the year end were checked and recon- 
ciled with the balance as shown on the records of the select- 
men and treasurer. 


Liabilities 
The amount of $22.74 due governmental agencies repre- 
sented social security deductions. 


The amount of $2,282.46, shown as due the Reserve 
Fund, represented the net proceeds from the sale of real 
estate, wood and/or timber which the townspeople voted 
to set aside for purpose of building storage facilities for the 
town’s highway equipment. 
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Available Funds And Expenditures 


An analysis of the comparative statement of available 
funds revealed a decrease of $3,938.33, as compared with 
the previous year. A higher tax levy and an increase in state 
funds for highway purposes less note and reserve fund 
transactions were the principal factors contributing to this \ 
decrease. 


Expenditures for the same period decreased by $7,837.36, 
which was reflected principally in the winter roads ac- 
count. 


Reserves And Surplus 


The examination of the departmental accounts reflected 
that net unexpended balances carried forward to the ensu- 


ing year totaled $1,095.16 (Exhibit D). 


The unappropriated surplus amounted to $16,547.37, a 
decrease of $284.75 for the year. This change was occa- 
sioned principally by transfers to special reserve funds less 
the excess of available funds over expenditures. 


Debt Fund 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a 
separate fund, reflects the outstanding notes of the town 
totaling $10,000.00, which mature in September and 
November, 1954. 


Trust And Reserve Funds 


Transactions affecting the various funds held in trust 
by the town were reviewed. The fund principals of 
$7,661.72 and unexpended income of $622.05 are repre- 
sented by time deposits in various banks (Schedule A-7). 


It was voted by the townspeople to transfer the. available : 
funds in the highway equipment appropriation account to 
the reserve fund for the purchase of highway equipment. 
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This reserve fund amounted to $1,985.45, including a trans- 
fer of $1,945.42, the balance in the highway equipment ac- 
count. This fund is represented by a time deposit in the 
Mechanics Savings Bank, Auburn, Maine. 


The townspeople also voted to establish a highway equip- 
ment storage fund. A reserve fund was set up by a transfer 
of $1,675.00 from the unappropriated surplus account and 
the net proceeds of $607.46 received from the sale of town 
property and stumpage. This fund of $2,282.46 is due from 
the general fund cash. 


The fire equipment fund of $654.67 is on deposit in the 
Mechanics Savings Bank. 


General 


An examination of the town clerk’s records revealed that 
authorization was granted by the townspeople to transfer 
excise tax monies and the overlay to highway and bridges 
and contingent account respectively. 


It was noted that transfers between accounts cleared 
through the treasurer’s cash by utilizing selectmen’s war- 
rants and treasurer’s receipts rather than to record these 
transactions by journal entry. It is recommended that the 
use of journal entries be considered. ' 


It is also suggested that prenumbered triplicate receipts. 
be utilized by the tax collector for all tax collections. 


The town clerk’s records disclosed no vote establishing 
compensation of town officials. Therefore, attention is. 
directed to Chapter 80, Section 13, of the Revised Statutes 
of 1944 provides in part, that if the town fails to fix. the 
compensation of its selectmen, assessors, overseers of the 
poor at its annual town meeting, then such officers shall. 
be paid on a per diem basis, and in such event, such offi- 
cers shall be paid the sum of $5.00 for every day actually 
and necessarily employed in the service of the town. 
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Invoices supporting school lunch expenditures are re- 
tained by the Director of the school lunch program. In this. 
respect, it is recommended that vendors’ original invoices 
substantiating expenditures of town funds be kept on file 
with the municipal officers. 


Scope Of Audit 


Count of cash was made and records were checked to 
determine the accuracy of recording cash transactions. The 
system of internal control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. 
Available funds and expenditures were examined by meth- 
ods and to the extent deemed necessary. Letters of verifi- 
cation were utilized to determine the correctness of tax lien 
accounts. Receipts and expenditures in connection with the 
school lunch program were test checked. Insurance and 
bond coverages were listed. Excise tax collections were veri- 
fied by examination of copies of the receipts retained by the 
collector.
